MINNEAPOLIS, Mion., June 8.—The dawn of 
to-day found no significant change in the 
Presidential situation. Both sides profess 
confidence which they do not feel. Gen. Al- 
ger is still in the field, and no less than half a 
Gozen other distinguished Republicans of 
national reputation are mentioned as possi- 
ble compromise candidates. No one knows 
when a ballot is likely to be cast, as the 
whole progress of the convention appears to 
be dependent entirely on the action of the 
Committee on Credentials. This organi- 
gation practically controls the political 
situation, as it is within its power 
incase that power is exercised unscrupu- 
lously to seat or unseat enough delegates to 
exercise the balance of power in the conven- 
tion. Itis very manifest that the proceed- 
ings of that committee are not to be charac- 
terized by that harmony which has been so 
strongly urged on all sides for the past 
twenty-four hours. The Blaine people have 
control of the committee, but the opposition 
has a very large and aggressive minority and 
every vantage point is contested stubbornly 
and eloquently. 

Ithas generally been the custom that the 
Committee on Credentials appointed on the 
first day of the convention has been prepared 
toreporton the opening of the second, but 
that is not the case to-day ;and no one knows— 
noteven the secret managers of the Blaine 
forces who arein the majority on the com- 
mittee—when the committee may deem it 
advisable to expediate its business and 
present its report. 

The Harrison people are maintaining this 
morning, with considerable show of plausibil- 
ity, that they have made gains within the 
past twenty-four hours in certain of the 
Northern and Eastern States; particular 
Stress is laid by them on the State of New 
York, where they claim at present that they 
will receive 29 votes on the first ballot. 

The claims of all the candidates and the 
estimates and indications carefully gleaned 
from all quarters, show that the Blaine and 

forces are ot almost equal strength 
atthistime. The Blaine people have the ad- 
vantage of organization, not only of the con- 


_. vention, but of the important committees; 


but the Harrison managers certainly succeed 
in keeping their forces well together to pre- 
vent the slightest appearance of demoraliza- 
tion. 

After a simultaneous canvass of State head - 
quarters by a special corps ofreporters at 1 
pP. m. to-day, made for the Post-DIsPpaTcH, 
the following may be regarded as a close 
estimate: Blaine, 424; Harrison. 852; Alger, 
43; McKinley, 40; scattering, 4. 

The knowledge that McKinley isto bechair 
man of thesonvention has added somewhat 
to the presidential boom of the Governor of 
the Buckeye State, which is being widely dis- 
cussed by the more conservative of the dele- 
gates, and this is evidently a movement in 
some quarters tospring hisname as a dark 
horse when the occasion seems to indicate 
the probability of sucha thing. If the bal- 
loting began to-day he would stand a good 
chance in case of a deadlock between Blaine 
and Harrison. Foraker alone stands against 
him in the Ohio delegation and favors Sher- 
man in case Blaine is dropped.

MINNEAPOLIS, Minn., June 8.—The Creden- 
tials Committee, with at least twelve hours’ 
incessant work awaiting it in the contested 
delegation cases of Alabama, Mlssissippi, 
Louisiana, Texas, South Carolinaand Utah, 
celebrated its first meeting bya big row, 
which resulted in the adjournment ot the 
committee meeting from 10:30 last night to 
8a.m.to-day.

A Hot Fire in a Paint and Oil House Early

BLINDED BY A SPIDER’S BITE. 


The Last Thing She Saw Was the Hani 
of the Doctor That Lanced Her Eve. 


In the Almshouse of Kings County in Flat- 
bush there are many old women, some of 
whom have seen the light of an earlier cen- 
tury, who delight in gathering around the 
stove at nights and telling one another queer 
stories. These stories generally die away in 
weakened memories and rarely go outside 
the long brick walls. There is a woman 
there who tells how she was dancing on her 
16th birthday, when her brother burst into 
the room with the news of Waterloo. And 
there isa woman who saw Washington, and 
yet another who picked berries where the 
Brooklyn municipal buildings now stand. 

Not long ago a visitor to this institution re- 
marked to one of these women: 

guess there are many inmates here who 
have had some remarkable experiences.’’ 

„es, indeed, the old woman answered. 
‘‘There’s Annie Krozan, poor woman, stone 
blind from a spider’s bite, Did you ever 
hear the like of that before?’’ 

This visitor, in telling about these very old 
women, repeated the story of the spider’s 
bite, and it spread ail over until it reached 
the newspapers. Yesterday Annie Krozau 
told the story herself. She lay on a cot in the 
basement of the almshouse, where she has 
been lying for nearly eight years. All that 
could be seen of her was a white and wrinkled 
face half hidden in a white hood. 

**T came here in 1882; sir, she said, ‘‘when 
Iwas only 65 years old. I had as fine and 
strong a pair of eyes then as a girl of 16, but 
now I’m all in darkness and everything is 
black before me. Well, sir, | was married 
for the second time in 1865 to John Krozan, 
who was a sailor. After we were married, 
he went to sea and never came home again. 
The ship, they told me, went down and all 
were lost. 1 never knew the name of the 
ship or the owners. 

Well, sir, things went badly with me, and 
at last I had to come here. Now, it was one 
summer night, ve 1 maybe eight, maybe 
nine years ago, an was lying hereon this 
very cot. Iwas just dozing off when I felt a 
sting in my left eye. I thought it was a mas- 
quito, so I took my handkerchief and brought 
it down right hard on my eye. Then 1 fell 
asleep. The first thing in the morning 1 
looked at my handkerchief, and there, as 
I hope to see heaven, was a big, black 
spider crushed dead. The next day my eye 
began to pain and swell, and when i couldn't 
bear it any longer they sent me to the hos- 
pital. They put poultices on the eye, but 
that didn’t help it any, and soon the pain 

—— tothe right eye. Iwent to the hos- 
Pp talregularly, and one day a young doctor 

needa my righteye. It didn’t hurt much, 
but I felt him cutting something, and his 
hand over my face was the last thing I ever 
saw. Iwas stone blind. He never believed 
the spider story, but it was either that, sir, 
or his lance that blinded me. 

That is her story, and the matron of the in- 
stitution and all the other inmates believe it. 
Mrs. K. A. Thompson of 169 Willoughby av- 
enue, Brooklyn, is interested in Mrs. Kro- 
zan’s case and istrying to have her removed 
from the basement to a better room in the in- 
stitution. Mrs. Thompson says that Mrs. 
Quay, the matron, all the officials and four- 
fifths of the inmates are Catholics and that 
Mrs. Krozan is a Protestant.

There is but one possibility in the ‘‘dark 
horse’’ situation at Minneapolis that is 
contemplated by Democrats with serious 
concern.

INJURIES RECEIVED ON APRIL 23 PROVE 
FATAL THIS MORNING. 


Two Women Claim That Mrs. Miller Told 
Them That Vail Threw Her Down 
Stairs—Others Claim She Was Drunk 
and Fell Down—A Hospital Patient’s 
Forged Checks. 


Mrs, Ellen Miller died at the City Hospital 
this morning of injuries received at her 
home. 3831 North Twenty-first street, on the 
28a of last April. Two or three women living 
in the same house claimed that Mrs. Miller 
had represented to them that one 
Millard Vall bad knocked her 
down stairs, and on their statements 
Vail was arrested on a charge of assault to 
kil) and he has been in jaflever since.

1 used to 
board with the Miller family when Mrs, Mill- 
er's husband was living.“ said Vall, and 
was still in the habit of going there and mak 
ing myself at home in the house. On the day 
she fell down stairs, I was pretty full and 
asked her if I could He down awhile in 
her room, and she said I could.

I woke up Mrs. Miller was in bed in the same 
room—she had but one room—and Mrs. 
Buckley and another woman were there. 
They talked soloudand made such a fuss 
that Icouldn’tsleepand got up. Then Mrs. 
Buckley and I had some words 
and I left. I didn’t know 
then that Mrs. Miller was hurt and the first 
I learned of it was about a quarter of an 
hour afterwards when I went back tothe 
room. Mrs. Buckley and her friend were 
gone and Mrs, Miller was lying on the lounge. 
She had a black eye and lasked her how 
she got itand she said that she fell down 
stairs. Istaidonly a little whileand then 
left, and I haven’t seen Mrs. Miller since. No, 
Ican’t remember what Mrs. Buckley and I 
quarreled about, but I Know that it was 
not about Mrs. Miller's black eye. I 
was taken sick at my stomach while in the 
room and I suppose that the women were 
mad at me for making a mess, or it may be 
that Mrs. Buckley wanted to take me home 
with her. I boarded with her, and Mrs. 
Miller had sent for her tocome and take me 
home because I was drunk.’’

Mr. Blaine says: ‘‘Undoubtedly the inequal- 
ities in the wages of English and American 
operatives are more than equalized by the 
greater efficiency of the latter and their 
longer hours of labor.’’ 

By the same State paper that bears Mr. 
Blaine’s signature, we learn that all our 
laborers who receive higher wages than those 
given in Europe are unprotected laborers, 
while the laborers who get about the same 
wages as the pauper laborers of Europe, are 
protected workmen. It is not very likely 
that Mr. Blaine will be our next President.

POLICE OFFICERS DESCRIBE THE FIND- 
ING OF THE BODY. 


Associates of the Suspected Woman Saw 
Her Near the Ashland Bridge Just 
After the Murder Is Supposed to Have 
Been Committed—Johzson and His 
Wite Held. 


The Coroner’s office and the hall adjoining 
were filled with colored people this forenoon, 
most of them being witnesses in the inquest 
onthe body of the little girl found dead 
Monday morning in Mill Creek No. 2 
under the Ashland avenue bridge. Ben 
Johnson and Eugenia Johnson, the mother 
and father of the child, were present as pris- 
oners, the mother having accused the father 
of choking the little girl to death. The 
parents and witnesses were taken to the 
Morgue to de sworn over the dead 
body of the child and the investigation 
was then begun, the first § witness, 
Officer McWay, being placed on the stand at 
11:30 o’ clock, 

He testified to finding the body of the child. 
It was lying on Its face in about four inches of 
water. The officer first heard the body was 
there from a colored man pamed Gus 
Davis. After arresting the mother he 
obtained a confession from her that 
she killed the child. She choked fit 
to death and then laid itin the water. No- 
body else was present, but Ben Johnson, the 
child’s father, had been with her a few 
minutes before and she met him again soon 
after putting the baby under the bridge. 
She said that Johnson knew she was going to 
kill the baby. 

Special Officer John P. 1 testified that 
the mother alsotold him that she had killed 
the child and did so because Ben Johnson 
wanted her to get rid of it. 

Officers Henry F. Hankins and Richard M. 
Hunter testified to arresting Ben Johnson. 
He claimed to them that he knew nothing 
whatever of the killing of the child and 
denied that he was present when it was 
killed, 

Lizzie Carter, colored, of 8208 Hebert street 
testified that at 9:30 o’clock last Sunday night 
she met Ben Johnson and Eugenia Johnson 
near the Fair Grounds on the Natural Bridge 
road. They were walking north 
and Eugenia’s child was not with 
them. Soon afterward Eugenia turned 
aroundand left Ben and accompanied her 
home. She wasinher stocking feet and had 
her shoes in her hands. She said that her 
feet hurt her. Shesaid nothing about the 
child or where she and Ben had Deen. 

Laura Bragg, a colored girl living on Grand 
avenue near the Fair, Grounds testified that 
she was with Lizzie Carter when they met 
Ben and Eugenia last Sunday night. Ben 
and Eugenia were walking east on the 
National Bridge road, and Eugenia, 
turned back and went with them. Lottie 
Libsey and Laura Andrews were with her and 
Lizzie Carter when they met Eugenia and Ben. 
She corroborated the statements of the other 
girls examined, as did also Laura An- 
drews of 4357 Marcus avenue. Laura 
also testified that about 10:30 o’clock 
last Monday morning she saw Eugenia 
at her house and she said then that her baby 
was dead and was lying under the bridge at 
Ashland avenue. The witness and another 
girl then went to the bridge, but the child had 
been taken away. Soon afterwards Eugenia 
was arrested. 

John Harris, a young colored man, a cousin 
of Ben Johnson, living at the Chicago Flats, 
near the Fair Grounds, on Bacon street, tes- 
tified that he was with Ben at the 
Flats and in that vicinity all 
Sunday evening up to 9:30 o’clock. He 
saw Genie walking along the road alone about 
half an hour after Ben left him. She didn’t 
have the baby with her, He didn’t see the 
two together that night. 

Robert Patterson testified that he was with 
Johnson Sunday afternoon and evening up to 
about 10 o’clock, with the exception of half 
an hour, and that Johnson was not with 
Eugenia unless during that half hour. 

W. T. Kyte, the only white witness exam- 
ined besides the police officer, testified that 
he assisted Officer McWay in taking the 
baby out of the creek. This colored girl un- 
der arrest came there and acted so strangely 
that the witness called the officer’s attention 
to it and she was then asked if the baby was 
hers. She saidit was not and claimed that 
she had never seen the child before. 

This closed the examination of witnesses 
proper. but each of the prisoners made a vol- 
untary statement. The girl testified as fol- 


lows:

The institution now has a faculty 
which is largely new, and the Board of Trus- 
‘tees of the Barnes Medical College, which 
Was incorporated yesterday, is com- 
posed largely of officers and  hon- 
orary directors of the Marion-Sims 
Oollege of Medicine. Rev. John D. Vincil, 
the President of the Board of Trustees of the 
new institution, and Jerome B. Legg and 
John M. Marmaduke, members of the Board, 
were all honorary Directors of the Marion- 
Sims College. Dr. Pinckney French, Secre- 
tary of the Barnes College, held the same 
position with the Marion-Sims College 
and Dr. A. M. Carpenter, another trustee of 
the new institution, was vice-dean of the 
Marion-Sims faculty, and Dr. C. H. Hughes, 
also a trustee of the new Barnes College, was 
a member of the Marion-Sims faculty. In 
other words m, of the nine trustees of the 
mew Barnes College are taken from the 
Marion-Sims Oollege faculty and honorary 
directory. 

Dr. French had spoken disrespectfully of 
two or three members of the faculty, and his 
resignation was asked and given; while Dr. 
Oarpenter was a chum % wr. French and re- 
signed because he did. 

Then a member ofthe Marion-Sims faculty 
is alleged to have said that French was put 
out for lying, and Carpenter resigned because 
he was asked to. 

Dr. Carpenter’s explanation of his resig- 
Nationisto the effect that both he and 
French were among the original directors of 
the school; for some months matters moved 
along Nicely, dut recently the fac- 

manifested a dis post- 

take control in its 

own hands, and finding it useless to stem the 

tide or to work harmoniously with these 

gentiemen, both he and French decided that 

it was better to resign than to continue in a 

position where they could not serve the col- 
lege usefully. 

DR. FRENCH ON HIS EXPULSION. 
Dr. French admitted that he was put out, 
but it was not on the question of lying. The 
lying was involved in a discrepancy between 
what he told a reporter in the 
Summa controversy and what the 
reporter published. On that matter 
he claimed to have the support ofa majority 
of the Sroulty although the thing was not 
pushed by his opponents toa vote. He said: 

‘Instead of making my veracity the reason 
for displacing me, their resolution stated 
that I had been mstligating the students and 
had been contending against the facuity, and 
had conducted myself in sucha manner gen- 


n further connection with the 
fac ty would not be beneficial to the insti- 
tution.’’ 


Dr. French added that the real reason why 
Dr. Carpenter and himself were no longer 
nected with the Marion-Sims Medical Col- 
ge was because they had very strenuously 
resisted Ur. Summa’s infidel and atheistic 
teachings last year; and because they on the 
same round fought Dr.iBernay’s entrance 
frst into the school asa lecturer and latterly, 
a member of the facuity. He 
gave instances of Dr. Summa’s and Dr. Ber 
nays’ treatment of religious matters.

Learning that certain teach- 
ings were being injected into the course, 
which were offensive, insulting, dishonoring 
tft human nature and foreign to the moral 
sense of mankind, 1 repudiate all 
connections with the institution.

I do not desire to injure 
any institution that is worthy of public favor, 
but my son could not listen to diatribes 
against the faith of his father uttered in any 
class-room where he was a student.

tion calculated to undermine the foundations 
of religious belief, are as foreign to the work 
as they are inimical to the interests of so- 
and government.

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SUGAR PRICES. 


Wholesalers and the Trust Fixing a Scale 
of Rates. 

New Yorn, June 8.—Wholesale grocers 
from all of the large Eastern cities are arriv- 
ingintown. They come to attend a confer- 
ence which is to be held here to-morrow. 
The object of the conference is to secure from 
the Sugar Trust the adoption of a uniform 
basis at which sugar shall be sold. The idea is 
to request the Sugar Trust to establish a 
**limited price“ on which a rebate of u cent 
a pound shall be returned to wholesale deal- 
ers who maintain that price, It is expected 
that the conference will be representative of 
the jobbers of the Eastern cities, for the mat- 
ter to be considered is one of great impor- 


tance to the trade. A proposition has al- 
ready been submitted to the various grocers’ 
associations. It is to establish a National 
Wholesale Grocers’ Association. The propo- 
sition calls fora uniform price for each day 
by alltherefiners of the trust, telegraphic 
advice of daily market to each jobbing cen- 
ter, equalization of prices for competitive 

ints through a system of scheduling or 
reight allowance to the retailers anda re 
bate on monthly purchases contingent upon 
a maintenance of the price of sugars as fixed 
by the schedule. 

Itishoped that the trust will be ready to 
meet the decision of the conference. The 
hope is warranted by a letter written to the 
Soutnern Wholesalers’ Association by Presi- 
dent Havemeyer of the trust, in which he 
said: ‘*While we feel disposed to co-operate 
with the wholesale trader in the direction of 
securing for them a fair remuneration for 
their services in distributing our product, 
any plan looking to this end must originate 
with them and be the result of their mutual 
agreement as to what is best for their inter- 
est. 

The letter is regarded as a promise that if 
the coming conference of tne wholesalers 
will agree upon a basis for doing business the 
Sugar Trust will adopt that basis. Much dif- 
ference is to be looked for, however, in re- 
gard to arranging details. Many mem bers of 
the New York Wholesalers’ Association are 
openly opposed to increasing the rebate from 
Wc a pound, which they now receive, to Me a 

ound. Asimilar conference to that to be 
1e1d to-morrow was held nm April. It failed 
in its object, largely because the attendance 
was 80 87 all.

ICE SHEETS ON EUROPE AND AMERICA. 


The Long Chilly Season When Mastodons 
Tramped Near London. 
From the Edinburg Review. 

During. the long ‘Tertiary epoch, when 
opossums dis ported themselves on the site of 
Paris and mastodons tramped along the 
Valley of the Thames, the earth was in the 
throes of mountain- -making. The Alps, the 
Himalayas, the Alleghanies, the Andes attest 
the power of her activity in those Gays. At 
their termination our continents stood greafly 
hig@er than they do now, and this aided 
their glaciation, although it does not fully 
account for it. But as they became loaded 
with ice, Europe and America gradually, and 
wemay ventureto say contemporaneously, 
sank. This was inevitable, Owing to the 
extreme heat and pressure’ prevailing in its 
interior, the earth is an eminently elastic 
body. Its surface actually buiges in or out 
with a very slight increase or decrease of the 
load upon it. 

But the great ice-sheet formed no such 
visionary burden as Atlas bore upon his 
broad shoulders. Mr. Warren Upham esti- 
mates that an area of about 4,000,000 square 
miles in North America and another of 
about 2,000,000 square miles in Europe were 
covered by ice sheets, whichino their maxi- 
mum extent had probably an average thick- 
ness of a half or two-thirds ofa mile, or per- 
haps even one mile.“ The weight, however, 
ofa column of ice half a mile high is in 
round numbers 1,100 pounds to the square 
inch, and there are more 
than 4,000,000 square inches in 
a square mile. And the whole of this enor- 
mous mass being extracted from the ocean 
its differential effect in producing changes of 
level was doubled. The ice cumbered land 
accordingly went down like an overladen 
ship until it was awash with the waves, and 
sea shells were deposited along coast tringes 
above the drift. Then, as the ice melted, re- 
covery ensued; and how closely it followed 
upon relief of pressure is shown by the tilt to 
the north oft once horizonal beaches of 
Lake Agassiz. 

On both sides of the Atlantic equally, the 
intercalation of fossilized — bears au- 
thentic witness to the ee oe over tite 
land of two great waves of ice invasion. 
The trees manifestly grew where the glaciers 
had been; again the glaciers crept forward to 
constitute themselves the sepuichers of the 
trees. The second advance, however, fell 
short of the first, and succeeded it an un- 
known interval of time. Opinions are much 
divided as to its true significance. Dr. Wright 
inclines to connect the ‘‘forest beds’’ with 
merely partial oscillations of the ice front.

The work of the old Brown Stocking players 
is still watched with a great deal of interest 
by the local admirers ofthe national game. 
Winning teams have come and gone, but 
Commy’s crew who were 830 many times 
champions and gave St. Louis the base ball 
distinction and fame which it enjoys, will go 
down to history as the most successful team 
ever gathered together. Most of the players 
who composed it are still in the business, but 
few are playing the game they did in days 
gone by. Increasing age has affected 
their work to some extent, but there 
isalso another cause. In those days ihey 
were handled by a man who understood 
them thoroughly and knew how to get their 
Dest work outof them. Now they are scat- 
tered around here and there. They were for- 
merh rarely considered individually as play- 
ers, but grouped as a team. Each man was 

a part that went to make the whole, and 
they played together to win games. The 
team was not an aggregation of stars. Cen- 
ter-flelder Curt Welch, however, was an 
artist, as far as fielding was concerned. He 
never amounted to much with the stick, but 
he always has been rated asone of the most 
dangerous players in the country once he se- 
cured his base. He usually succeedsin do- 
ing this by waiting for his base on 
Dalis or being hit by a pitched ball. 
Ot the original Champion Browns Bob 
Caruthers is the only one who is at present 
playing here. Charley Comiskey himself, as 
is well known, is piloting the Cincinnati 
Reds. Arlie Latham, the old third baseman 
and Tip O'Neill, who when be was wiib the 
Browns, was regarded as one of the 
country’s premier batsmen, are also with 
him. Both Comishey and Latham are holda- 
ing their own, but O'Neill has commenced 
to lose his grip, and it will not be long before 
he will join the long list of has beens. Jack 
Boyle, who assisted Bushong to do the catch.- 
ing in those days, is with New York now. 
Boyle is still regarded as one of the best 
catchers in the business. Dave Foutz is still 
with Brooklyn, and Billle Robinson, who is 
with Washington, seems to have taken a new 
lease of life after having apparently played 
out altogether. 

The rest of the old boys, 
Bushong, Nat Hudson, George McGinnis, 
Sam Barkley and Hugh Nicol, have either 
dropped into minor leagues or retired from 
the business altogether.
